Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that examples 1 -3 do not 
contain additional ingredients and show that the SiH groups are superior to SiR groups. 

This is not convincing. Applicant's examples 1 -3 include char catalyst which is not required by claim 28. Secondly, assuming applicant 
comparing #1-3 vs CE1,CE2,CE3,CE4, no judgement regarding SiH gro ups can be made. The examiner is unable to locate an 
example/comparison example pair that holds all other extraneous variables constant (ie Ph content, amount of trifunctional branching, 
amount of tetrafunctional branching etc). Applicant's data does not isolate the effect of SiH groups in place of SiMe groups..
